The  same  old  faces  in  many  cases  i 
just  haven’t  been  producing,  and  where  the  same  officials 
call  consistently  bad  games,  these  In  all  fairness  to  the  teams, 
fans,  and  game  should  be  eliminated  from  the  officiating  pro-  ; 
fession;  at  least  on  a college  level. 

We  believe  also  that  the  Skyline  Conference  Commissioner , 
should  keep  a tight  rein  on  the  games  played  in  the  area,  and,  in 
cases  where  certain  officials  call  consistently  bad  games,  should 
take  appropriate  steps  to  eliminate  the  poorer  whistlers. 

If  this  fails,  perhaps  the  solution  lies  elsewhere. 

It  has  been  noticed  by  members  of  the  sports  desk  that 
certain  teams  and  certain  players  in  the  area  seem  to  be 
“protected”  in  many  of  the  games  we’ve  witnessed.  Some 
players  and  clubs  can  play  rougher  than  others  and  get 
away  with  it. 

Whether  this  arises  from  coach  or  crowd  pressure  is  super- 
fluous; this  situation  should  be  remedied  in  fairness  to  all  teams 
in  the  league. 

So  much  for  the  officiating.  Let’s  hope  for  the  sake  of  the 
conference  that  the  problem  does  improve. 

What  are  we  going  to  do  about  it  Commissioner?  It’s  high 
time  something  was  done.
